Planners Recommend 
Community Facility

A community center for senior 
citizens and youth in the city was 
named as a priority item following a 
planning commission level public 
hearing seeking input on how to 
spend $365,000 in federal grant 
monies. 

The funds will be expended in a 
city ‘‘target area’’ outlined by city 
staff as a potential blight area. 

According to planning director 
Phil Paxton, the funds are allocated 
for community improvement pro- 
jects over a period of six years. 

The grants are available through 
the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, and may 
be used for business district 
redevelopment, community build- 


ings, housing rehabilitation, special 
projects for the elderly and 
handicapped, water and sewer 
systems, street lights, acquisition of 
parks and playgrounds, historical 
preservations and similar activities. 

The federal program is specifi- 
cally aimed at eliminating ‘blighted’ 
areas in cities. 

A primary Housing/Community 
Development requirement for cities 
is that the monies be expended in a 
target area---defined as a blighted or 
potentially blighted area. 

According to Yorba Linda city 
staff recommendation, the target 
area in Yorba Linda would be north 
of Yorba Linda Boulevard, east of 
Prospect Avenue, south of Bastan- 
chury Road and west of Lakeview 


Avenue. ‘‘This is basically the area 
of town where the earliest 
development took place and 
therefore where potential blight or 
future deterioration would most 
logically occur,’’ Paxton reported to 
planners. 

“Today we do not have any 
blighted areas in Yorba Linda," 
added city administrator Art 
Simonian,’’ we do, however, have 
some areas which could conceivably 
become blighted.” 

The basic purpose of Monday's 
public hearing, was to identify a 
problem in the target area and 
propose a solution, noted Paxton. 

A sparse turnout of interested 
citizens, many of them senior 


citizens, backed the idea of a 
community facility for the elderly 
and youth. 

Planners were willing to go along 
with public input and unanimously 
voted to recommend to the city 
council that funds received under 
the Housing Community Develop- 
ment Act be devoted for the purpose 
of acquiring and/or constructing a 
recreational facility to be used by 
senior citizens and by youth in the 
target area. 

An additional public hearing will 
be held before the city council on 
February 3, at which time the 
planning commissions recommen- 
dations will be considered and 
projects specified. 
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PATCH Gears Up For 
Wilderness Project 


Members of PATCH (Prevent the 
Airport Through Chino Hills). will 
direct their efforts toward keeping 
the Chino Hills east of Yorba Linda 
as open space, a spokesman 
indicated this week. 

The local fight-the-airport group 
had concluded operations for 1974 
on a high note of optimism as the 
proposed airport in the _ hills 
continues to meet strong community 
resistance. 

**We’ ve fought it and we think it’s 
dead,’’ commented PATCHmember 
Beth Stevens, ‘‘We’ve got our foot 
on its throat and we’re not going to 
remove it until we're sure the 
monster’s dead.”’ 

Meanwhile, the logical course of 
action is to pursue the idea of a 
wilderness area. ‘‘It would be a 
shame to stop short of the dream and 
that’s the dream---to preserve that 
beautiful area for wildlife,’ Mrs. 
Stevens noted.

Authority faces dim prospects for 
1975, Ehrle said. 

Recently Congressman Charles 
Wiggins (R-39) has stated that the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) has determined that the 
proposed Chino Hills Airport does 
not meet the requirements to qualify 
for federal funds and the federal 
government will not participate in a 
site selection study planned by the 
ICAA. 

‘*By acting as a political lobby and 
active citizens ‘‘special interest’’ 
group PATCH has made this a 
successful and winning battle,’’ 
Ehrle concluded.

YL Firemen 
To Receive 


Hourly Wage 


Volunteer firemen in Orange 
County---including Yorba Linda's 
*‘paid-call’’ force---are now receiv- 
ing the new Federal Minimum Wage 
of $2 per hour instead of the usual 
flat rate of $5 per call, according to 
Carl Downs, county fire warden. 

The new pay system will cost 
taxpayers an additional $50,000 this 
year, Downs said. The budget for 
the 430 member volunteer operation 
has been increased to $450,000. 

The change was dictated by terms 
of the new Fair Labor Standards Act, 
which went into effect on Jan. 1. 

Previously ‘‘paid-call’’ firemen 
were paid $5 for each emergency or 
fire call lasting up to four hours, and 
$8 for each call lasting more than 
four hours. Now, volunteers will get 
a minimum of $5 per call; additional 
salary is paid on the $2 hourly rate 
after firemen have worked two and 
one-half hours on a call, Downs 
explained. 

In addition, volunteers were 
previously paid $3 for every drill, 
with a maximum of six hours of 
training each month. Now, the 
training session will warrant the $2 
per hour fee. 


Anderson stated that the new 
format has already been used in the 
first, second and third grade 
achievement tests in the local 
district. 

Results show that while Yorba 
Linda students are above the 
national norm in reading, they have 
slipped below the predicted range in 
math. 

‘Although students are able to 
deal effectively with the word 
concepts, not enough emphasis has 
been placed on basic computational 
math,’ explained Supt. Sterling 
Fox. 

“The new testing adoption is 
swinging the ball in that direction,” 
he told trustees. 

Fox pointed out that the lowest 
score---66 per cent in sixth grade 
math---is still average according to 
the national norm. 

According to Anderson's report, 
these scores were based on the old 
Calif-rnia achievement tests. The 
sixth graders will be retested in the 
spring with the new format. 

‘‘Once we obtain the scores, the 
staff will be better equipped to place 
a stronger emphasis on_ the 
student’s weak points,’ Fox noted. 


Diedrich Elected 


Board Chairman 


Questioning whether the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors has 
really solved the dilemma of their 
Medical Center, recently sold to the 
University of California at Irvine for 
a medical education facility, Third 
District Supervisor, newly-elected 
Chairman, Ralph Diedrich began a 
year of service in the Board’s top 
position. 

The problem of the county 
medical facility, once thought to be 
successfully concluded, may return 
for further solution if state funds are 
not allowed for its purchase or 
operation by the university. 

The newly elected chairman also 
outlined a proposal for a ‘‘fair 
campaign practices commission”’ to 
oversee local elections and cam- 
paign expenditures. 

Other areas selected by Diedrich 
for high priorities included the 
overcrowding at the county’s 
Juvenile Hall, so severe a problem 


that the state has twice threatened to 
close it down. 

Diedrich also approached the 
problems of the county’s human 
services, including probation, public 
health, mental health and welfare, 
“which need to have a structure 
within which to operate in these 
times’’. 

A county-wide paramedic pro- 
gram he sees as desirable rather that 
the fragmented one now in operation 
which leaves out many cities. 

Also receiving his notice in a 
prepared statement delivered fol- 
lowing his election as chairman, is 
the importance of holding the line on 
the number of county employees. 
“With new federal programs 
providing jobs in county govern- 
ment, we must act with caution so 
that we do not find ourselves 
trapped with an increase in county 
employees after the federal 
programs expire,’’ he warned. 
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YLCWD Pays 
$126,000 In 
Sewer Refunds 


The Yorba Linda County Water 
District made sewer refunds totaling 
$126,500 to Refund Contract 
Holders who initially built sewer 
lines in new housing and industrial 
development areas, manager Ralph 
Shook announced this week. 

Shook said the district makes the 
refunds on December 31 each, year 
from the sewer funds collected 
during the year. 

It marked the 14th straight year 
the district has made such refunds, 
Shook said. 

Shook explained that the indiv- 
idual developer stands the entire 
cost of constructing sewer systems 
in new areas, then as the area builds 
up and the district assumes 
operation of the systems, the 
developer is refunded a portion of 
the original costs as new connections 
are made. 

“It is simply a matter of 
equalizing costs of trunk sewers 
between the users of the sewers and 
the builders of the trunks,’’ Shook 
said.

The Yorba Linda Elementary 
School District is in the process of 
obtaining a consultant for further 
study of a merger of the district with 
the Placentia Unified School 
District, Yorba Linda Superinten- 
dent of Schools, Dr. Sterling Fox 
said this week. 

Following discussions between 
representatives of the two districts 
along with the Fullerton Union High 
School District, also involved in the 
possible annexation, decision was 
made by the Yorba Linda group to 
further delineate the move by hiring 
a specialist who would study the 
many financial and student aspects. 

Dr. Fox said he expected the 
consultant would be hired ‘‘at the 
end of January or the middle of 
February.”’
